16 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

21 (A) NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF LAW, FOR ANY CONTRACT

3 (B) FOR ANY REDUCTION IN THE COST OF A CONTRACT DESCRIBED UNDER
4 SUBSECTION (A) OF THIS SECTION, THE STATE OR A LOCAL GOVERNMENT SHALL

5 ENSURE THAT THE REDUCTION IS REASONABLY REFLECTED IN THE CHARGES FOR
6 INMATE TELEPHONE CALLS.

7 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall apply only
8 to contracts for telephone service entered into on or after June 1, 2002, and may not
9 be construed to affect a contract entered into before June 1, 2002.

10 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
11 June 1, 2002.
